But T warn you,
sir, that I shall speak the truth, the
whole truth, and nothing but the
truth, touching such mniters as muy
come under my observation.”  And
with n definnt glance ut the General,
Camille withdrow,

The old general gnawed his grizzled
moustache to conceal his wrath. He
did what perhaps most men would
have done—he set a spy to dog the
footsteps of Farcy, '

The expedient was successful. Two
evenings after the spy detected the
journalist, under a disguise, uitting
the camp.  He followed and saw him
deposit a large envelope in one of the
minor post othices upon the Algerian
frontier.  He was at once arrested
and conducted to Forgemol's head-

She tried to n]lq:uur like a fashionable
woman, and played hor part well: but
1 had seen her too  often passing the
store wheeling o baby carriage not to
know who she was.

““These girls must have money,”

YThey get well paid, and many
perjuisites. All of them have a nice
nest egg until they are foolish enough
to get married. The smaller jewelers
all like to have their trade, and they
do not buy so much cheap jewslry as
you might suppose. Their trade fs
often worthmore to us than their mias-
tresses.  You would be surprised to
see how my lady would haggle over a
trifling sum for repairing that the
maid would be too proud to dispnte,
Then, too, therich woman, when she
